evil, between the saloon and the chil­ 
dren of God, w ill end with the last 
judgment,” he said. 
Continuing, he said: 
“ Last night 
you meditated on the majestic spec­ 
tacle which crowns the final triumph 
of the just and tho seating of the 
eternal reprobate in hell. 
It is a fact 
that hell exists forever 
and 
forever 
and is taken from the following: ‘They 
shall go into everlasting torment, even 
the heathen themselves, Greeks and 
Romans.’ 
It is a truth that is im­ 
bedded deep down in the human soul.” 
H ell is symbolized as a bottomless 
abyss and according to the speaker is 
referred to fifty-seven times in the 
Old Testament and fifty-eight times in 
the New Testament. 
That it w ill last forever is shown in 
the parable of the rich man and the 
beggar. 
The poor man died and was 
carried by the angels into Heaven, 
while the rich man died and was bur­ 
ied in Hell.

Westfalen, of 18,600 tons, has 
been 
added to the steadily growing list of 
vessels sunk in the great naval en­ 
gagement od the Jutland coast, ac­ 
cording to a wireless dispatch from 
Berlin, which says the Germans admit 
the loss of this warship. 
Additions earlier in the day were 
the German cruiser Elbing, displacing 
between 4,000 and 5,000 tons, and the 
British destroyer Shark. 
N early all 
of the men who manned the destroy­ 
er were lost. 
The last statement shows that the 
British adm iralty regards it as not at 
all unfavorable to the British. 
It is 
pointed out that they sought out the 
Germans, engaged their entire fleet, 
and then compelled them to return to 


port. 
The losses to the British, estimated 
at 5,000, may b<* nearly matched by 
those of the Germans, if the latest re­ 
ports on the number of German w ar­ 
ships lost are confirmed. 
In the British casuality list are 
Capt. Robert Rowse and the compli­ 
ment of the Queen M ary. 
R ear Ad­ 
m iral Horace Hood was lost with the 
Invincible. 
Two of the Zeppelins which played 
such an important part in the engage­ 
ment by keeping the Germans inform­ 
ed of the movements of the British 
ships, were destroyed, according to 
reports brought in by fishermen.

scored critics of the administiation’s 


foreign policy who would have it do 


more than has been done in the ne­ 


gotiations arising from the war, and 
replies to those who 
complain that 
the United States has been more vig­ 
orous in its dealings with Germany 
than with Great Britain. 
“The violation of the national right 
of life is a much more serious offense 
against an individual and against his 
nation,” said the secretary, “than the 
violation of the legal right of proper­ 
ty. 
Can 
you 
doubt 
for a moment 
which one gives this government the 
greatest concern?" 
That there 
was 
an 
influence in 
America and even in congress which 
put right of property 
and 
right of 
life on a par, Secretary Lansing de­ 
clared, showed that the “great heart 
of the republic 
is 
threatened with 
fatty degeneration through those who 
have lost their patriotic vigor; that 
may Americans have become lovers 
of ease rather than lovers of national 
honor." 
Mr. Lansing read his address. 
He 
said he felt compelled to do so that 
he might not be misunderstood. 
The 
principal part of his address follows: 
War Caused Many Questions. 
“The great w ar has caused so many 
conditions and 
presented 
so many 
questions 
which 
were 
never 
be­ 
fore raised or even thought of that 
it has been no easy task to meet and 
answer them. The relations between 
neutrals and belligerents were never 
more difficult of adjustment. 
It was 
never harder 
to 
preserve 
neutral 
lights 
from 
invasion 
by 
the 
desperate opponents 
in 
the titanic 
conflict, in which the pow'er, if not 
the life of the great empires of the 
earth is at stake. The people and the 
governments at war are blinded by 
passion; their opinions are unavoid­ 
ably biased; their 
conduct 
is 
fre­ 
quently influenced by hysterical im­ 
pulses which 
approach 
to madness. 
Patience and forbearance are essen­ 
tial to a neutral in dealing with such 
nations. 
Acts which under normal 
conditions would be most offensive! 
must be considered calmly and with­ 
out temper. 
It 
is an extraordinary 
situation and requires 
extraordinary 
treatment, with a due regard for the 
mental state of those who are strain­ 
ing every nerve to defeat their ene­ 
mies, and to that 
end 
using every 
possible means to 
weaken 
them in 
their industrial as well as their mili­ 
tary power. 
“In a nutshell, the situation of our 
relations with Great Britain and Ger­ 
many, the twro powers with which we 
have had our principal controversies, 
is this: 
“Germany, 
having 
developed the 
submarine as an offensive engine of 
destruction, asserts that she can not, 
on account of the 
resulting condi>: 
tions, conform 
to 
the 
established 
rules of naval warfare, and we should 
not therefore insist on strict compli­ 
ance. Great Britain has no sympathy 
with the German point of view', and 
demands 
that 
submarines 
observe 
the rules of visit and search with­ 
out exception. 
What Great Britain Claims. 
“On the other hand, Great Britain 
claims that on 
account 
of the new' 
conditions resulting 
from submarine 
activity and the use of mines, from 
the geographical position of Germa­ 
ny, she can not conform to the estab­ 
lished rules of blockade and contra­ 
band, and we 
should 
not therefore 
hold her to 
strict 
compliance writh 
those rules. 
Germany insists* never­ 
theless, that Great Britain be made 
to follow the existing law'.

Tho tempering 
j of this cold water in tho cow uses 
I nome of the energy that might be ap- 
t plied to other purposes. t In the win­ 
ter, freshly pumped water is much bet­ 
ter than the cold water in the tank. 
Tank heaters aid in overcoming this 
trouble. 
A cow will drink a much 
larger quantity of warm water in the , 
wintertime than of ice water.

worrying, says a Topeka dispatch, ^oo 


many women are getting into Kai p .s j 
politics to suit some men and the co­ 
illen are getting jobs and holding them 
so successfully that there isn’t much 
chance for men to break in. 
A good many Kansas men voted for 
suffrage for women with the idea that 
women wrould vote and perhaps be a 
benefit in city elections, but most of 
these men had no idea that women 
would seek the jobs the way they 
have. 
More women than men in Kansas 
have asked for seats in the republican 
and the democratic national conven­ 
tions 
this 
year. 
There 
have 
been 
more than 1,00( requests from women j 
for seats in th* conventions. 
There 
isn’t a chance to give* so many women 
seats and the state 
politicians 
are 
worrying. 
They fear that to refuse a 
woman a seat may make an active 
political enemy that will cause trouble 
in the primary in August and the elec­ 
tion in November. 
Many Women Candidates. 
There are twro factions among the 
women, supporters 
of 
the 
National 
Suffrage association and of the Con­ 
gressional Union. 
There are 129 wo­ 
men actively campaigning for county 
offices. 
One 
woman in a race for 
congress and two are campaigning for 
state senator. 
It 
is 
probable 
that 
there will he a dozen women candi­ 
dates for the lower branch of the leg­ 
islature. 
Kansas has tried 
women 
officials 
for several years. 
Even before the 
women could vote there were numer­ 
ous women county superintendents of 
schools, one or two county treasurers, 
clerks of the district court and county 
clerks. 
Two women were appointed 
probate judges to succeed their hus­ 
bands, and these women were later 
elected. Electing women to office has 
often enabled one political party ol­ 
faction to beat some chap, but then it 
was discovered that the women could 
not be pried away from the job. In only 
two instances have women candidates 
been defeated for county offices when 
they w'ere up for second or even third 
and fourth terms. 
Why Women Are Strong. 
There is ample reason for the faith 
of the ordinary voter in women hold­ 
ing office in Kansas. 
The ordinary 
voter doesn’t stand around and talk 
politics most of the time. 
He is busy 
with his farm or business and occa­ 
sionally visits some county office to 
transact some legal business. 
When 
he goes into the office'of a man he 
usually finds one to a dozen political 
hangers on or friends of the official 
sitting around talking politics. 
If the official recognizes the canel­ 
as an influential citizen or thinks he 
might be, the official hastens to at­ 
tend to the caller’s needs. 
If the call­ 
er is just an ordinary every-day citi­ 
zen he may have to wait a spell until 
the official finishes his conversation 
with the politicians. 
If the common 
citizen is waited upon and an influen­ 
tial citizen appears, the official very 
often quits the ordinary man and at­ 
tends to the business of the chap he 
thinks can produce votes. 
But the citizen is treated differently 
in the office run by a woman. 
There 
are no political parasites, and every­ 
body is w'orking. 
The caller has his 
business taken care of in turn and 
with dispatch and he can go home 
feeling that he has had a square deal 
and that the money he paid in taxes 
a; well spent. 
Women Have Been Honest. 
There has never been a w o A fc o ffi- 
ial in Kansas who defaulted^w em- 
oezzled any funds or who was short in 
the public accounts. 
There are a doz­ 
en or so officials now- in the Kansas 
penitentiary for defalcations. 
When 
a woman official turns over her books 
at the end of the year and pays what 
she says is due the county or city, 
there has never been a public account­ 
ant able to find the books one penny 


out of line. 
There is hardly a term of the su­ 
preme court when there isn’t some 
lawsuit with county or city officials

RAILROAD GUARDS 


REVOLUTIONARY OUTBREAKS AT 
THE PROMINENT CITY OF 
TSINAN-FU, CHINA. 


HAD BEEN SENT OUT TO RESTORE ORDER 


Japanese Government Taking Steps 
Looking to an Improvement— 
Several Houses in One 
City Destroyed.

Tokio, June 3.—Owing to revolution­ 
ary outbreaks at the city of Tsinan-fu, 
China, and its environs, the Japanese 
government ordered a contingent of 
railroad guards in Shantung province 
to proceed to that city to restore or­ 
der. 
It is explained here by officials 
that the move does not constitute in­ 
tervention on the part of Japan and 
that no troops were even sent from 
the Japanese garrison at Tsing-tau. 
The Japanese action of sending mili­ 
tary railroad guards to Tsinan-fu is 
compared by officials to the landing 
of American marines at Swatow, Chi­ 
na, some time ago to protect foreign 
interests. 
The 
Tsinan-fu 
rioting 
threatened to become 
very 
serious. 
Mobs took possession of the city and 
hurled bombs at 
the 
shops, 
which 
were afterward plundered. The house 
of Colonel Rishi, 
of 
the 
Japanese 
army, is said to have been damaged, 
and 
at 
a 
point one mile north of 
Tsinan-fu communication 
was 
inter­ 
rupted 
on 
the Tien-tsin-Pukow rail­ 
road, owing to destruction 
of 
the 
tracks. 
Several houses in the city 
were destroyed by fire. Many families 
fled from the city, which is the capi­ 
tal of Shan-tung province. 
Reports from Weihaien on the Shan­ 
tung railroad declared that a force of 
about 1,000 revolutionists had attack­ 
ed the city and destroyed the south 
gate. 
The government troops defend­ 
ed the place with machine guns, which 
were mounted on the ramparts. 
The 
rebels were forced to retire. 
They 
have cut many telegraph wires. Their 
object is to force Shan-tung province 
to declare itself against the govern­ 
ment of President Yuan Shi-kai. 
An apparently inspired statement 
published here affirms that Japan has 
no intention of interfering in the in­ 
ternal affairs of China and will not go 
beyond protecting her interests should 
the present state of revolution prove a 
menace. 
But the statement declares 
that the Japanese government is tak­ 
ing 
every 
precaution 
against 
the 
work of anti-Japanese mischief mak­ 
ers in China. It continues by charging 
that there are among Chinese politi­ 
cians many who are prejudiced against 
Japan and that they are now being as­ 
sisted by the Germans in China. 
“A number of newspapers in China 
are known to be under German influ­ 
ence,” the statement continues, “and 
since the new Premier General Tuan 
came into power the Germans are be­ 
lieved to have been afforded a great 
deal of facility in carrying on their 
in rigues against Japan and Japan’s 
allies. 
The statement says that Japan is 
taking every precaution to prevent the 
belief among the Chinese authorities 
that Japan is opposed 
to 
President 
Yuan Shi-kai and his government, but 
admits that Japan has been placed in 
a delicate position since the opposition 
to the Peking government was started 
in the south. 
Moreover, the attitude 
of President Yuan and his government 
has, it is declared, been far from that 
calculated to encourage the friendly 
relations 
between 
China and Japan 
which were necessary to the perma­ 
nent peace of the far east. Japan has 
been suspected and mistrusted and it 
was felt by those interested in China’s 
politics that had President Yuan been 
more 
friendly, 
the 
council of the 
joint interests in China in co-operation 
with Japan might have saved China 
from 
its 
present 
chaos, 
says the 
statement; meanwhile, present condi­ 
tions were not at all promising and 
delay in restoring peace 
and 
order 
was fraught with serious danger not 
only to China itself, but also to the 
interests of the powers. 
The state­ 
ment concludes: 
“At present the wisest 
policy 
for 
Japan is thought to be found in sim­ 
ply watching developments. 
In what­ 
ever direction her efforts may be ex­ 
erted it must be understood to be the 
outcome of the fullest interest with 
Great Britain and other friendly pow­ 
ers interested in China.” 
In 
an 
interview Yuki Ozaki, the 
minister of justice, declares that the 
fundamental policy of Japan’s attitude 
toward China is the maintenance of 
the 
permanent 
tranquility 
in 
the 
Orient. “If 
the 
Chinese understood 
us perfectly,” he is quoted as saying, 
“and wish for further cordiality and 
if the head of the Chinese republic be 
a man who faithfully represents the 
national hopes and inspirations, it is 
immaterial to Japan whether he 
be 
Yuan Shi-kai or anybody else. Japan 
certainly will extend 
the 
hand 
of 
friendship to China and co-operate for 
the peace of the Orient. * * * Should

The straw^arry growers of South­

This pest can be controlled, accord- 1 
ing to L. Haseman, of the Missouri 
College of Agriculture, by a spray of J 
two pounds of lead arsenate mixed 
with fifty gallons of water, 
To be ; 
effective it must be applied as soon 
as - the small worms begin to appear 
and before the leaves are folded. The 
best time to spray is just before the 
plants bloom, as this destroys the first , 
j brood, w hich does most of the dam­ 
age to the crop. 
Spraying after the j 
leaves are folded or during the picking 
season does little good. 
If this first brood of the worms was j 
not killed by the spray, it is import-! 
ant to spray late in June or early in j 
July to kill the
